CONFLICTING FRENCH AND BRITISH VERSIONS. 


What Additional Features Does New Agreement 
Contain ? 


( Reuter's Service. ) 


. Paris, November 9. 

‘A semi-offtial statement denies that the Franco-Turkish agree- 
ment is new and that the treaty was unknown to the British Govern- 
ment. Itdeclares that the identical acreement, the text of which has 
beer in the hands of the British Government since April 4, with the 
exception of insignificant moditizations. Is is not oppased to the 
Troaty of Sevres, because the latter igplicitly lapsed when the 
Allies invited representatives of the Angora Government to come to 
London. It concludes that Feance has confined herself to terminat- 
ing hostilities oa the Syrian frontiers, and the agreement, by hasten- 
ing the return of peace in the East, will serve the interests of ths 
Christian minorities everywhere and calm people's minds in the

CLOSER ANGLO-CHINESE TRADE RELATIONS. 


Strong Appeal ‘by Chinese Charge d’Affaire’s. 


. London, November 9. 
A strong appeal for British commerce to pisy a greater pa 
the development of China was made by Chao H-in-chu, the Chinese 
Charge d'Afaires. Addressing the Rotary Clas in Landon be' stated 
that no other country in the world except the Colanies suited 
Britain’s purpose better than China, whoze commerzial door was 
oven wide to the whole world, but particularly t> Britain. - Fle 
declared that China’a greatest need at pres-nt was peace auc jast ra, 
and urced Britain to lend a helping hand whenever necessary to 
ward of foreign interference, which tended to damage’ the soner- 
eigaty and independence of China. He denied that internal trow.'cs 
stood in the way of foreign trad2 or that foreign assistance was 
needed to solvo internal problems. He recommended Britain to 
grant greater facilities to enable Cainese students to come to Pritain, 
and pointed out that thefe were only 239 Chinese students in England 
compared with 2,200 in America. This wos not because tho Chinese 
preferred America to England edveationally, but was due to America 
providing facilities and means. He drew attention to the part 
played by America by means of the indemaity fund, which America 
returned to China, and outlined Americaa effsits, notably in welcom- 
ing Chinese scudents to learn practical work in their factories. Firms 
on the West Coast were supporting the Cainese while undergoing 
training and then despatching them home to act as American ageats. 
Thus Aroeric2? had won Uhinese good feeling and reaped untold 
benefits, as evidenced by her increasing trade. He urged Britain 
to act similarly to their mutual advantaga. . 


ARMISTICE DAY CELEBRATIONS. 


New Decoration for the Cenotaph. 


7 London, November 9. 
The troops to participate in the ceremony at the Cenotaph and 
at Westminster Abbey on Armistice Day, mentioned ina message of 
the 16th ult, include three hundred ex-Servica men. Field- Marshal 
Haie will place on the Cenotaph & cushion composed of Flanders’ 
poppies with the inscription: “From Douglas Haig wrought io 
bay-leaves. Thé new stone of the tomb of the Unkaown Warrior 
to be unveiled consists of marble from Waterloo (Belgium) with the 
inscription in brass letters inset in the marble. Eight men have 
been occupied day and. nigh: for 5 month pas: haod-drilling the 
inscription. A“ Remembrance Poem”. will be recited at the theatres, 
[The previous message stated ; The Government is arranging a 
celebration on Armistice Day on similar lines’ to last year. The 
principal ceremony will be at the Cenotaph st Whitehall, where 
wreaths will be laid ov behalf of the King, the Government, the 
Dominions and India. Two minutes silence will be obssrved at 
eleven o'clock in the morning throughout the United Kingdom. 
~ Datails of the arrangements being made in the United Kingdom 
to obaerve Armistice Day will be forwarded to all parts of the 
Empire. It is hoped that there will ba general co-operation in the 
observance in such raoner as will best carrespord with tbe con- 
ditions of each country and locelity.}

The author of these articles, 
M. Fenner, devotes certain 
of them to the efforts which were 
made, as he shows from the 
documents he quotes, by the 
Governments of the Entente to 
save the Tsar and his family in 
1917. ; 
The first of these is 2 despatch 
of M. Isvolsky, formerly Russisn 
Ambassador in Paris, dated 
March 22, 1917, numbered 98, and 
addressed to M. Milioukof. In 
this despatch M. Isvolsky gave an 
account of a recent interview 
with M. Ribot. then President of 
the Council. The Tsar, M. 
Ribot stated with empbasis, 
would always remain a friend of 
the French. “We are ready at 
all times to prove to him in prac- 
tice our recognition of this fact 
and our personal esteem.” 
MESSAGE OF KING GEORGE. 
On March 19, King George had 
sent to the Tsar the following 
telegram: “The events of the 
past week have shocked me 
terribly. You are continnally in 
my mind. and I shall always 
remain your faithful friend, 
as I have been, as you 
know, in the past.” Tais telegram, 
on M. Milioukof’s initiative, was 
never communicated to the ‘Tsar. 
Some days tater Sir George 
Buchanan, the British Ambassa- 
dor at Petrograd,,presented to M. 
Milioukof a formal note in which. 
he definitely proposed that the 
Tsar and his femily, should take 
refuge in England. ““f‘have the 
honour to inform yoa that the 
King and his Majesty's Govern- 
mort will be happy to offerto the 
ex-Emperor of Russia and his 


family a refuge in England, and | 


thet they hope. that their 
Majesties will see fit. to take 
advantage of this offer before the. 
and of ‘the’ war.-In case this 
suggestion should be restised, it, 
is assumed that the “Russisd 
Government would not on its

“the Tsar and bis family were 
in no danger.” 

‘ EUROPE'S FEARS. 

The King of Spain was also 
concerned with the’ misfortunes 
ofthe Taar. On March 23, Prince 
Koudachef, then Rusaian Charge 
d’Affaira at’ Madrid, despatched 
the following telegram (headed 
“Strictly confidential”) to M. 
Milioukof: “I have just been 
commandedtoseethe King His 
Majesty is extremely worried st 
the plight of the Emperor, and 
fears lest his remaining in the 
country after his abdication 
should provoke sanguinary trou- 
bles. Itis also my daty to inform 
you tbat the Spanish Ambassador 
at Petrograd will recaive in a 
suart time orders to open con- 
versations with the Provisional 
Government on the subject of the 
foture position of the Tsar. I am 
udaware of the nature of the 
Spanish proposals.” 

All Evctope expressed the same 
fears, Mf. Isvolsky wrote from 
Paris to Milioukof: “I have 
learned indirectly that a lively 
manifestation of sympathy with 
the Tsar is taking place ia many 
circles of society here. In 
Government circles it is proposed 
todraw the attention, in a friendly 
way, ofthe Provisional Govern- 
ment to the necessity of safe- 
guarding the Emperor and his 
family from the fate with which 
they “appear to be menaced. I 
have also seen, M. Cambon, 
whom “I warned energetically 
ageinst-suchb astep.

“CONFERENCE. 


What America is Thinking. 

Tho present slisht ahimn in the 
stock of the coming conforence 
on the limitation of armament, 


[writes Mr. Harold P. Stokea. the 


Washington corte-pongent cf the 
New York Brenieg Post. is dua in 
part to the fear that France is 
likely to insist on Ruaranteea 
that this country cann ft accept: 
and in part ta the pranouncedly 
bearish policy of the Administra: 
tion itself. The reasons for this 
rather strange acd paradoxical 
attitude on the part of President 
Harding and his advisers towards 
their awn pet project are not far 
to seek, - : 
To begin with, the Presiden? is 
an eoti-millenniumis in temper. 
ament, if there ever w3s one 
Unlike other politicians in his 
party, he has been inclined from 
the start to put the soft pedal on 
loud promises, 80 far as he -per- 
sonaliy was concerned, and has 
preferred to give his constituents 
a pleasant little surptisa now and 
then. In the present inatance be 
is particularly anxious to avoid 
getting the country in a mood to 
expect the millennium as a result 
ofthe coming conference. With 


A Versailles in mind, he would pre- 


fer ta sea disillusionment—if 
disidpsionment there must be— 
come before the conference, and 
nof after it, sathattbere will be 
contentment with what isarcom- 
plished, rather than disappoint. 
ment. | 

“ATTITUDE OF JAPAN AND 

ENGLAND VITAL. 

Whatis more, the attimude of 
Japan and Gr, a: Britaia remains 
to a considerable ext-nt still un- 
revealed. It is particularly be- 
can-e the United states does no: 
kvow, in detail at least, what the 
attitude of th se Powers will be 
that the American people have 
been asked no! toexpect too much 
of the conference. If these great 
nations join wholeheartedly witb 
the United States, however, in an 
earnest attemp: to limit arma- 
mept.and redace the causes of 
friction which stimulate the de- 
mand for armament, the accom- 
plishments of thesconfererce are 
expected bere to be greater than 
the statements of Administratio: 
officis!s wouls indicate. 4 

Moreover, it would plainly b= 
a mistake to let the impression 
get abroad that the Administra- 
tion was staking its all on the 
result of the conference, and so 
would have to accept, in the end. 
aoy conditions which the other 
nations might choose to impose. 
On the contrary, it seems to 
thosa most qualified to speak 
that the United States bas 
less at stake in the 
coring conference than the cther 
Powers. Increased armament 
would be a burden to us but it 
would croshthe rest. If neces- 
sary—such is the argument-—the 
United States could go abead and 


dbuild against the world. reluctant 


as this country would be to do Bo. 

Perhapa some of the foreign 
delegates will enter the con- 
ference firm is the belief that 
the sentiment in this country 
for limitation of armament is 
so strong that the Gorernment 
will reduce its Isnd and sea 
forces even if the conference is a 
failure. if evidence of such a 
sentiment js found among the 
foreign delegates after the con- 
ference opens, it.is more thao 
possible that. a formal statement 
will be made, in bebalf of this 
Government, that the United 
States is in a better position 
financially and otherwise tlan 
apy other country in the world 
to build a great navy and main- 
tain a great army, and that it will 
go abead and do so if the other 
Powers do not come to terms. 

HOPE FOR CONCERT IY FAR 

EAST. 

It is increasingly hoped that 
some concert of policy on. the 
Far East may be substitoted for 
rock arrangements as the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance. There was a 
time whenthere was an active 
achool of Hberal thought which 
held that the Anglo-Japanese 
‘Alliance wasa help rather than a 
hindrance. Th2 argument of this 
schoo! was thet it was better to 
teke the Japanese into the family 
of nations; so to speak, than 
to throw them back -on_ their 
own resources; that to deptiva 
Japan of tbe support of the 
allisnce would only turo that 
country over more completely 
than ever to the militarists. That

There- 
fore [ altered my course = few 
paints to the west. T thus con- 
sinved flying until four o’elrek in 
the afterncon; but faile+ to sight 
any land. In the meantime my 
stock of gasolere was running 
vary abort, and I bad only enough 
‘eft to continue my flixht for 
another belf an hour or forty 
minutes atthe mest. However, I 
arim'y determined to resign my- 
self ta my tate, and prepsred for 
the worst.. Ttosk the last drink 
of water from my flask, gave 
three heartg cheers fox the Em- 
peror, and untied my fastenings, 
folly expecting that-my end had 
come, and that I was doomed toa 
watery grave. Thos prepared, 
however, my spirits revived, and 
I was almostin.a mood to sing

FRANCO-BRITISH BUNGLERS. 


One cannot view with anything but the gravest misgiv- 
ing the repeated mwisunderstandings which arise between 
Great Britain and France. Here are two great nations 
between whom has endured not only an entent but which 
are bound together by the tie of a great common sacrifice 
in the cause of bumanity.. And yet to-day, owing to the 
wilfulness or bungling of so-called diplomats, there is a 
breach in the close understanding which should exist. A 
few months ago there was weathered a great and tense 

’ difference over the question of Upper Silesia and it was 
only when the settlement of that problen’ was put into the 
hands of a third party—the League of Nations—that a 
common ground was again discovered. To-day, over the 
.Franco-Kemalist treaty. there is argument and almost 
recrimination. 

. Op the part of Britain it is contended that France has 
broken her word by entering into an agreement with 
Turkey at a time when Hritain is conducting negotiations 
with another party for a seltlement of the Greek-Turco 
differences. On the part of France it is alleged, in a cable 
tohand to-day. that Britain has been aware of the draft 
‘Freaty ever since April last. that no protest was wade and 
that France was justified in assuming ‘that she had a right 
to conclude that freaty. One cannot read Reuter's news 
without coming to the conclusion that’ a very wide 
diplomatic breach has been occasioned, In the House of 
Commons there has been expressed a strong desire 
to have the whole matter gomublicly dehated, but Mr. 
Chamberlain has told the House that after con- 
sulting with Lord Curzon it would be better 
for public discussion to be postpooed pending further 
negotiations. Whether blame is to rest on British or 
French diplomats will be for time to disclose, but the biame 

: for such an unfortunate situation should be made to rest 
on someone, We are‘on the eve of a great conference at 
“Washington and it is essential te the usefulness of that 
Conference that (he representatives of France and Britain 
should be able to act tm the very closest of union, Hetween 
the two peoples themselves there exists a bond of teztal 
sympathy far stronger than anything we have known and 
yet the men in whose hands das been eatrusted the work of 
guiding foreign policy bave once again angered that 
. relationship. . : 
"In one of the telegrams to hand to-day it is urged that 
nothing should be done by any one particular ally of which 
the other allies are ignorant. According to the British 
version of the present affair France has been guilty of that 
indiscretion, but whether that is so or not it certainly 
would be a good working rule to adopt. jn fact, it is the 
only working rule if there is to be en avoidance of any 
future unfortunate affairs of this kind. The big men of 


the countries concerned owe this much ta the peoples they 
against the con-j 7 


represent.. The war was fought as much 
tinuance of secret diplomacy as it was against the German 
“menace, and unless’ the world is given the benefits of that 
war the struggles and sacrifices of millions of men will 
very largely have been in vain. These things are for the 
peoples themselves to take connt of and nnless. diplomacy 
ean give them what they aspire to, some other method of 
pnducting foreign intercourse will have to be devised.
